WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
D em ocratic landslide ap p eared 
im m inent today on the eve of 
the first election to feel the full 
brunt of W aterg ate and a sta g ­ 
g ering econom y . 
The final p re-election survey 
by The Associated P ress shows 
D em ocrats have a shot at two- 
thirds control of both houses of 
Cong ress and a record num ber 
of g overnorship s. 
Confident D em ocratic leaders 
p redicted Sunday their p arty 
would ca rry a virtual sw eep of 
T uesday ’s elections, while R e­ 
p ublicans talked about holding 
down their losses. 
The balloting for 35 g overnor­ 
ship s, 34 Senate seats and all 
4^ House p osts will be the first 
since R ichard M. Nix on resig n­ 
ed as p resident and was p a r­ 
doned by his chosen successor, 
G erald R. Ford. 
The election also com es am id 
m ounting inflation and unem ­ 
p loy m ent and national debate 
over w hat to do about both. 
Ford has cam p aig ned for GOP 
candidates say ing he needs a 
Cong ress he can work with to 
cure the econom y , while D em o­ 
c ra ts have c a l l^ for the con­ 
g ressional 
streng th 
to 
p ut 
throug h their own solutions. 
Ironically , 
the 
anticip ated 
D em ocratic rom p com es just 
two y ears after Nix on had won 
for the R ep ublicans one of his­ 
to ry ’s two big g est p residential 
landslides. But it w as rem inis­ 
cent of 1966 when R ep ublicans 


turned the sam e trick after 
their p residential disaster in 
the B arry G oldw ater cam p aig n 
of 1964. 
Althoug h 
R ep ublicans con­ 
tended th at their em battled 
candidates w ere closing g ap s 
across the country , the latest 
available inform ation showed 
D em ocrats still ahead in m ost 
of the key races. 
The AP survey , based on re ­ 
p orts from bureaus in all 50 
states, late p olls and interview s 
with p olitical strateg ists for the 
m ajor p arties and candidates 
g ives this p icture: 
Senate — The 
D em ocrats 
likely to g ain from 5 to 7 of the 
14 GOP seats at stake and with 
a g ood chance to hold all 20 of 
their own. This could m ean 63 
to 65 D em ocrats in the new 
Senate, com p ared to the 58 -42 
m arg in they already hold. 
House 
— The D em ocratic 
g ain could be as hig h as 50 
seats and p robably no less than 
30 if p resent trends hold. They 
now hold a 248 -18 7 edg e and 
could ap p roach the m assive 
29 5-140 m ajority they achieved 
in Ly ndon B. Johnson’s 1964 
landslide. 
G overnors — The D em ocrats 
hold the record for m ost g over­ 
norship s in the hands of one 
p arty — 39 in 19 39. A lready 
holding 32 of the 5 0statehouses, 
they now ap p ear likely to g ain' 
from 7 to as m any as 10. 
The p arty out of the W hite 
House norm ally g ains in off- 
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y ear elections — an averag e 4 
senators and 26 House m em ­ 
bers in the last five, 
"O ur m ission is to keep it un­ 
der the averag e losses,” Rep . 
Robert M ichel, R-Ill., chairm an 
of the House Rep ublican C am ­ 
p aig n 
C om m ittee, 
said 
on

The revelation p rom p ted one 
defense attorney to m ove for an 
imnuKliate m istrial. 
Another 
declared, “ I have now a cover- 
up within a cover-up .” 
Asst. 
Sp ecial 
Prosecutor 
Jam es F . Neal said ex istence 
of the m em o, dated Nov 
14, 
197 2, was revealed to him over 
the weekend by W illiam O Bit- 
tm an, who was once H unt's 
law y er. 
B ittm an was n a n ud an unin 
dieted CO-consp irator in the W a­ 
terg ate cover up by the sam e 
g rand jury that indicted the 
five defendants in the cover up 
trial 
Hunt had testified that he and 


his wife had w ritten a m em o 
detailing the backg round of the 
W aterg ate break-in, including 
the involvem ent of White House 
officials, at a tim e when only 
seven lower-level m en had been 
indicted and w ere to stand trial 
for the crim e. 
Hunt quoted B ittm an as sa y ­ 
ing he read the m em o to de­ 
fendant Kenneth W. Parkinson, 
an alleg ation denied by both 
B ittm an and Parkinson. 
Neal said th at, until 
this 
weekend, B ittm an also had de­ 
nied in g rand jury testim ony 
and m eeting s with the p rose­ 
cutors 
knowing 
that 
H unt’s 
m em o ever ex isted. 
P arkin so n ’s 
law y er, 
Jacob 
i^eiii, said he is now faced with 
challeng ing the crt*dibility of 
B ittm an and 
Hunt, both of 
whom have now adm itted ly ing 
to the g rand jury .

When

brushed aside the question with 
“not on Sunday .” 
On another television p anel 
show, GOP p arty 
chairm an 
M ary Louise Sm ith also ducked 


the “ num bers g am e” but said 
she saw a "turnaround” in the 
W aterg ate backlash that has 
been 
ham p ering 
Rep ublican 
cam p aig ns. 
However, D em ocratic ch air­ 
m an Robert Strauss, ap p earing 
with M rs. Sm ith on “ M eet the 
P re ss,” p redicted a g ain of 4 to 
6 Senate seats, 27 to 32 in the 
House and statehouse victories 
to p lace 85 to 9 0 p er cent of the 
p op ulation under D em ocratic 
g overnors. 
The AI’ survey shows at least 
four Rep ublican senators in the 
g reatest dang er of defeat — in 
Colorado, Kentucky , Oklahom a 
and North Dakota. 
A fifth, Robert Dole of K an­ 
sas, has overcom e a deficit in 
the p olls ag ainst D em ocrat Wil­ 
liam Roy and the race is now 
rated a toss-up . 
A six th Senate race ap p aren t­ 
ly has turned around but still is 
too close to call with D em ocrat 
W ay ne Ownes ahead of the 
G O P’s Jake G arn in Utah by a 
narrow m arg in in three recent 
p olls. They are seeking the seat 
of retiring 
Rep ublican 
Sen. 
W allace F. Bennett. 
D em ocrat R ichard Stone also 
leads Rep ublican Jack E kkerd 
for the Senate seat vacated in 
Florida by the retirem ent of 
Rep ublican E dw ard J. Gurney . 
In New York Rep ublican Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits is ahead in the 
p olls but still threatened by for­ 
m er Atty . Gen. R am sey Clark. 
In V erm ont, D em ocrat P atrick 


lA‘ahy ap p ears within reach of 
R ep ublican R ichard M allary . 
On the House side. Rep ubli­ 
cans are bracing for losses of 
four or m ore seats in California 
and New York. D em ocrats also 
have a chance for m ulti-seat 
p ickup s in New Jersey , 
In­ 
diana, Illinois, W isconsin, Con­ 
necticut, Iowa and Virg inia. 


R ep ublican chances of knock­ 
ing off D em ocratic House m em ­ 
bers a re in South Carolina, 
Ix iuisiana and Utah as well as 
in M ichig an, Ohio and P ennsy l­ 
vania w here D em ocrats cap ­ 
tured traditionally GOP seats 
in sp ecial elections earlier this 
y ear. 
The 
D em ocrats 
are 
well 
ahead and considered sure to 
cap ture the two big g est g over­ 
norship s, with D em ocrat E d­ 
m und G. “J e rry ” Brown Jr., 
ex p ected to beat Houston F lour­ 
noy in California for the job 
being vacated by Ronald R ea­ 
g an, and D em ocrat Hug h L. 
C arey a heavy favorite over in­ 
cum bent Rep ublican New York 
Gov. M alcolm Wilson. 
Rep ublican-held 
g overnor­ 
ship s also are threatened in 
M assachusetts, 
Connecticut, 
A rizona, Oreg on, Tennessee, 
Colorado and W y oming . The 
hottest race is in 
Michig an 
w here D em ocrat Sander I.« vin 
has knotted R ep ublican Gov, 
W illiam G. M illiken in a race 
too close for the p olls to p re­ 
dict. 


Ford makes p lea for 
h eavy election turnout 


WASHINGTON (A P) — P res 
¡dent F ord, w arning that a low 
turnout in T uesday ’s election 
could 
bring 
m inority 
rule, 
urg ed A m ericans on M onday to 
g o to the p olls and “ send a 
m essag e to W ashing ton and the 
w orld.” 
“ You will not just be voting 
for 
D em ocrats 
or 
R ep ubli­ 
ca n s,” Ford said in a statem ent 
read to rep orters and a bank of 
television cam eras in the White 
House Rose G arden. “ You will 
be casting y our vote of con­ 
fidence in the U nited States of 
A m erica.” 
F ord did not sp ecifically en­ 
dorse R ep ublican candidates in 
his p re-election statem ent. He 
stressed instead the need for 
voter turnout. 
He said som e survey s in­ 


dicate a turnout of only 40 p er 
cent of the voter p op ulation. 
“ If this is true, the Cong ress 
with which I m ust work here in 
W ashing ton to control inflation, 
streng then the econom y and 
p reserve p eace in the world, 
could be elected by only 21 p er 
cent of the vo ters,” the P re si­ 
dent said. “ I don’t think any one 
w ants th at kind of m inority 
rule.” 
F irst Lady B etty Ford stood 
at the P residen t’s side as he 
read the statem ent. 
A fterw ard, the P r^ ide n t said 
— “ We both voted. I hop e 
they ’re counted,” he said of 
their absentee ballots, adding 
— “ It m ig ht be im p ortant.” 
Ford, in sp eaking , dep arted 
slig htly from his p rep ared tex t, 
using the w ords “ m inority deci­ 


sion” ra th e r than “m inority 
rule ” in urg ing voters to turn 
out on T u^ da y . 
“ E very elig ible voter will 
send a m essag e to W ashing ton 
and to the world tom orrow ,” 
Ford said. 
Those who cast their ballots, 
“w hether they vote for R ep ubli­ 
can or D em ocratic candidates 
or for others will be voting 
‘y e s’ for our A m erican tradition 
of g overnm ent by the p eop le 
and for the p eop le,” he said. 


“ E very one who can g et to 
the p olls and fails to g o, who 
refuses to ex ercise the p recious 
rig ht of a free citizen to vote 
his or her honest conviction is 
actually voting ‘no’ on our sy s­ 
tem of self-g overnm ent,” Ford 
said.

MARION, Ohio (NEA>- This 
city in Sou thern Ohio may be the on­ 
ly place in the cou ntry where the 
memory of Warren G. Harding is re­ 
v ered. The President whose name 
was besmirched by the nation’s last 
g reat scandal, Teapot Dome, was a 
home town boy . The larg e monu ­ 
ment where Harding and his wife 
are interred and the hou se on Mou nt 
Vernon Av enu e where he condu cted 
his famou s “front porch campaig n” 
are prou d local landmarks. 
Richard Nix on has no su ch ties to 
this commu nity (sav e John Dean’s 
brief attendance at Harding Hig h 
School), bu t there’s plenty of senti­ 
ment left here for the former Presi­ 
dent among the Repu blican majori- 


ty “I’m not say ing he was rig ht in 
what he did,’’ one Repu blican said, 
“bu t when y ou think abou t it, it 
wasn’t all that bad.’’ Howev er, this 
g enerou s v iew of Nix on’s role in Wa­ 
terg ate doesn’t mean Marion v oters 
hav e been u ntou ched by the scan­ 
dal’s effects. 
One thing it has done is increase 
political awareness. The man who 
ru ns the local Board of Elections, 
Ray Denzer, predicts a larg e tu rn­ 
ou t Denzer talks to a lot of v oters, 
bu t he can’t pu t his fing er on any 
Waterg ate-inspired trend ag ainst in­ 
cu mbents or Repu blicans. Many 
v o ters are fed u p with recent ev ents, 
Denzer said, bu t the object of their 
ang er is as often the Democrats as it 
is the Repu blicans, 
t 
W aterg ate has cau sed Marion 
Voters to be wary of all politicians. 
Ron Eng lish, a ju v enile probation 
Officer, thinks v oters will be asking 
themselv es hard q u estions abou t 
their candidates “They wonder, Is 
this g u y what he say s he is? Ju st be­ 
cau se he say s he’s honest, can y ou 
tru st him ?’

F ar more pressing to the v oters 
$v ho feel W aterg ate is a dead issu e, 
is the economy , Thing s an« not as 
bad in Marion as they mig ht be be 


cau se of the booming ex pansion of 
the area’s larg est indu stry . The de­ 
mand for Marion Power Shov el 
Company ’s hu g e coal mining m a­ 
chines has soared with the energ y 
crisis. And a 20 per cent slice in nat­ 
u ral g as allocations to major indu s­ 
tries has not brou g ht the u nemploy ­ 
ment many feared. 
Bu t pay check-crippling inflation 
is resented deeply . “We’re lu cky to 
be working ,” one Marionite said, 
“bu t we hav e to make adju stments 
so my wife can bu y the same amou nt 
of flou r and su g ar.” 
Farm ers here are closely watch­ 
ing national policies on g rain ex ­ 
ports and they are worried abou t the 
prices they ’ll be pay ing for nex t 
y ear’s fertilizer or a new tractor. 
“ Farm ers are listening for v iews 
toward the farm commu nity ,” the 
local Farm Bu reau president said. 
“They ’re becoming more interested 
and looking at indiv idu al candi­ 
dates.” 
At Chamber of Commerce meet­ 
ing s here, bu sinessmen hav e re­ 
sponded well to candidates who hav e 
recog nized their need for inv estment 
capital. 
Combining these issu e-oriented 
concerns with the awareness and 
wariness cau sed by Waterg ate may 
bring more ticket-splitting and less 
party loy alty . 
The two big races in Ohio this 
y ear are for g ov ernor and U.S. sena­ 
tor. It wou ldn’t be su rprising to see 
Marion v oters g o for former Repu b­ 
lican Gov ernor Jam es Rhodes ov er 
Democratic Gov ernor John Gillig an 
while opting in the Senate race for 
Democrat John Glenn, the former 
astronau t ru nning ag ainst Clev e­ 
land’s R epu blican m ay or, Ralph 
Perk.

The whites in Boston, both y ou th 
and adu lt, who started the v iolence 
by demonstrating that a mob of 
whites can beat u p a sing le black 
any time, hav e nothing to be prou d 
of. In retaliation, g ang s of blacks are 
prov ing that they can do the same 
thing . 
It may be wondered to what ex ­ 
tent the white commu nity ’s ang ry 
reaction to integ ration is traceable 
to su ch ev ents as the immolation 
death of a white woman in Boston by 
black y ou ths some months before, 
and to the u tter absence of any ex ­ 
pressions of shock or ou trag e or 
ev en sy mpathy for the v ictim on the 
part of the black commu nity . 
Bu t then, what are the roots of the 
hatred that hav e tu rned some of the 
g eneration of blacks into v eng efu l, 
militant racists?

Red China indiffe re nt 
to popula tion e x plos ion 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
Red China broke u p the World 
Popu lation Conference in Bu cha­ 
rest. With her relentless emphasis 
on the Third World, she insisted on 
larg er third world popu lations as a 
“condition for the fig ht ag ainst im­ 
perialism and heg emonism.” 
Heg emonism is a trick term of 
denu nciation that the Reds reserv e 
for their world competitors. And the 
popu lation crisis bothered mainland 
China not at all. 
Red China (8 00 million people) is 
only abou t a third the size of the 
USSR (250 million). With more than 
three times Ru ssia’s popu lation, 
China has a density ration of abou t 9- 
to-1. Chinese children u nder 15 ex ­ 
ceed the entire U.S. popu lation. 
One of ev ery fou r persons in the 
world is Chinese. By 1980—only six 
y ears from now-—some baby will be 
Chinese nu mber one billion. By 2000, 
barring accidents, half of the 
world’s popu lation will be Chinese. 
Howev er, China notwithstanding , 
the earth has more than enou g h 
space in the face of the popu lation 
crisis. We ju st do not u se the space 
as we mu st. Eig hty per cent of the 
world’s land contains less than 16 
per cent of the popu lation. More than 
half (57 per cent) of the people liv e 
on less than 5 per cent of the earth’s 
su rface. 
Today ’s news of man’s produ c­ 
tion hardly compares with his repro­ 
du ction. While enormou s produ ction 
prog ress is made in many areas, it is 
being drowned by the Niag ara of 
new babies and an accelerated long ­ 
ev ity . For ex ample, the death rate in 
Amazon Riv er areas is down 40 per 
cent. 
We Americans reached the top of 
ou r birth rate in 1947 . And mankind 
as a whole emerg es in an incredible 
phenomenon so recent that the latest 
u ptu rn did not beg in u ntil after 
World War II. 
The av erag e life span of stone 
ag e man was 20 y ears. There were 
still only abou t 500 million people in 
the world at the time of Qu een Eliza­ 
beth I. Ev en by the 17 th centu ry , 
Britain had only one city with more 
than 30,000 popu lation. 
The popu lation g rowth was cu ­ 
mu lativ e with alternating ripples of 
climb and decline on the g radu ally 
tilted line. 
Then su ddenly , no one knows 
why , something hit the planet’s pop­ 
u lation cu rv e like a fly ball arching 
ou t of the park. The astou nding 
breaku p of all prev iou s patterns oc­ 
cu rred arou nd 1945. 
Today , abou t one-q u arter of all 
the people who hav e ev er liv ed on 
this planet are aliv e. The hu man 


race has dou bled its nu mbers in the 
past 50 y ears. At present g rowth 
rates, it will dou ble them ag ain in 
the nex t 30. 
Today ’s popu lation of the United 
States is 211.4 million. The world 
adds approx imately the popu lation 
of the United States ev ery 34 
y ears—more than a million a week, 
fiv e million a month. 
Vast Africa (354 million people), 
the world’s larg est continent, has 
larg ely missed the ex plosion. 
It 
holds less than 9 per cent of the hu ­ 
man family . Variations? In Japan, 
where abortion is leg al, there are 
more abortions than births. Bu t in 
Arab areas women av erag e six chil­ 
dren apiece. 
India (563 million) has more than 
twice the popu lation of the USSR and 
has abou t fou r-sev enths 
of 
the 
world's popu lation. In narrow Japan 
107 million people are jammed to­ 
g ether in an area the size of Monta­ 
na, which su pports 695,000 people. 
And by the y ear 2000, the Philippines 


will hav e a larg er popu lation thaL 
any Western Eu ropean cou ntry . 


Eg y pt (35 million) is the Arab 
world’s most popu lou s nation. It fac­ 
es an increase of nearly a million a 
y ear. Sou th America’s popu lation 
(195 million) increases 6.6 million 
annu ally —a 
new 
Chicag o ev ery 
y ear. By 2000, Brazil (100 million) 
alone will hav e more people than the 
United States had du ring World War 
II. 


We are in a neck-and-neck race 
between the popu lation g rowth and 
hu ng er. Yet Red China, with an as­ 
sist from the USSR, broke u p the 
World Popu lation 
Conference in 
Bu charest and was as indifferent to 
all this as to a horse race in Ireland. 
These are the v ery cou ntries that 
cry so shrilly and constantly abou t 
hu m anity , hu m anity , hu m anity . 
Bu t, behind the scenes, they q u ietly 
combined to sty mie the desperate 
hopes and needs of the hu ng er- 
stricken world.

Goldsmith, O’Neil and three 
other pollsters declined to dis­ 
cuss details of the information 
they have supplied to candi­ 
dates, but they did describe 
what their studies show about 
voter concerns. 
Dick Wirthlin of Decision 
Making Information in Los An­ 
geles and Tully Plesser of Cam­ 
bridge Opinion Studies in New 


York emphasized the advan­ 
tage of discussing inflation in 
.specific terms. 
“ The electorate needs some­ 
thing it can undertand.’’ Wirth­ 
lin said. “ For example, cut 
government spending, soak the 
oil companies, hold the line 
against defense spending.

something to clarify the issue 
for voters, who can’t dope out 
the nuances of the problem.’’ 
Goldsmith said a candidate 
would be a “ fool if he says he’s 
going to lick the inflation prob­ 
lem. People are too intelligent 
to believe that. A candidate 
needs to be honest, to stress 
areas where he has shown 
some expertise that could con 


tribute to a solution.’’ 
Bob Teeters of Market Opin­ 
ion Research in Detroit said, 
“ The only clear consensus that 
seems to be emerging Is that a 
substantial number of voters 
think restraint in spending is 
needed.’’

FAMILY LIB By JO ANNE and LEW KOCH 
Learning about the 
'30s the hard way 


( Note: Today’s column is written by Lew) 
Like millions of other American families, the Kochs are slowly 
being forced to change their pattern of existence. 
We have almost no clues as to why we have to change, but we 
do. Food has three, four, five price stickers pasted on it, each high­ 
er than the next. Bosses who are really decent and caring are still 
not able to give you a raise for the next 12 months— although the 
price of milk and meat has risen 12 times. 
While we are being asked to build it ourselves, grow it our­ 
selves and cheerfully pay more taxes, the oil industry solemnly 
notifies us that it will cost more this year to heat our homes while 
they continue to get their lucrative tax breaks. 
I was at a party recently with a former professor of economics 
and I asked him, with more than a touch of bitterness in my voice, 
why all those brilliant economists couldn’t come up with answers 
that work. 
“ They can,” came the exprofessor’s reply, “ on the blackboard. 
Everything works out just fine when you theorize a perfectly com­ 
petitive world. It’s when those same blackboard answers are ap­ 
plied to the more complex, more monopolistic real world, that they 
don’t work. Which is the reason I stopped being a professor of eco­ 
nomics.” 
TTie very rich publicly proclaim that the smell in the air is the 
attar of prosperity, just around the corner. In the privacy of their 
homes, after the taking of brandy and cigars, they acknowledge a 
distrinctly Thirties stench which brings them to talk of Swiss francs 
and gold bars. 
Four years ago, Studs Terkel wrote a book called “ Hard 
Times,” an oral history of the Great Depression. Terkel notes that 
in 1930 Andrew Mellon, secretary of the Treasury, predicted that 
“ . . during the year, the country will make steady progress.” 
Harry Truman had something characteristically frank and 
salty to say about Mellon. Merle Miller’s oral biography of Tru­ 
man, "Plain Speaking,” quotes Truman as saying that Mellon used 
his theories and policies and power “ to make the rich richer and 
poor poorer. . There just wasn’t anybody in a position of power in 
Washington at that time who gave a good goddamn what happened 
to people.” 
Well-paid economic theoreticians and cabinet officers making 
60 grand a year aren’t worried about their mortgage payments or 
the cost of food on their table or their medical bills. 
But I have a hunch if those policy-makers had to live on what 
the average American family is earning these days, the theories 
and policies would be a lot different. 
To the rich, a recession may be depressing. For the rest of us a 
recession feels dangerously similar to a depression.

She did not 
say how long the oil had been on 
her chest but one authority on 
antique furniture 
refinishing 
says that linseed oil can hard­ 
en, particularly in the crevices 
of a handcarved piece, until it is 
like varnish. It needs to be re­ 
moved with alcohol or paint re­ 
mover. This is even more likely 
to be so if the oil was applied hot 
or warm as it then penetrates 
more. Mrs. J. K. would be wise 
to have a good furniture refin­ 
isher look at her piece before 
doing anything.—PD LLY. 
D E A R 
P O L L Y — An old 
standby of the antique trade is 
to clean a hand-carved piece 
such as Mrs. J. K. has with a 
mixture of one-third turpentine, 
raw linseed oil and vinegar. 
Shake the mixture often as 
these ingredients are not good 
mixers. Rub on in the cracks 
with an old toothbrush. Wipe 
with a clean rag and change rag 
as it becomes soiled. —JO H N . 
D EA R PO LLY —and Mrs J. 
K.— Generally dried linseed oil 
can be removed by applying 
heated paint thinner or turpen­ 
tine (heat carefully in a double 
boiler and avoid splashing li­ 
quid on burner) with a stiff 
brush. Several such treatments 
may be necessary.—J.C.B. 
D EAR P O L L Y - I would like 
to pass on to Mrs. J. K. instruc­ 
tions given me by a dealer au­ 
thority on antiques from whom 
I have bought hand-carved Ori­ 
ental chests. Teak, from which 
many are made, is grown in a 
steamy tropical rain forest and 
will crack if not given proper 
care. A weekly dusting with a 
long-bristled soft brush will 
keep it free from dust. Twice a 
year pour V\ cup lemon or lin­ 
seed oil on the top and work it 
all over the surface with a two- 
inch paint brush Let stand 24 
hours or so until it soaks in, turn 
chest on its back and do front 
the same way, then the back 
and then the sides all on consec­ 
utive days. Wipe off excess oil 
with a soft cloth. This sounds 
like a lot of work but will keep 
the panels from shrinking or 
splitting. This is done only a 
couple of times a year and 
beautiful pieces are well worth 
this trouble. Do raw wood on 
the under side of a piece more 
often, perhaps every three 
months. I have had my furni­ 
ture over 20 years and it is still 
beautiful.- MILANA

CAMPAIGN DISCLOSURE: Dutch Scott has 
revealed campaign receipts and expenditures 
from 1971 through October 8. 1974 and he 
continues to provide supplemental reports. All 
records are open on request. 


PERSONAL INCOME DISCLOSURE: Dutch 
Scott has published his Income In detail plus the 
amount of State and Federal income taxes paid 
In 1971, 1972, and 1973. 


REAL ESTATE TAX REFORM: Dutch Scott 
has argued for moving away from the real 
estate tax as the primary source of funding for 
common schools and community colleges. He 
does so not only for equity for the elderly and 
the farmer but also to provide a stronger base of 
educational support.

Dutch Scott has consistently supported 
colioctlvt bargaining for public omployeM. Ho 
has voiced this support before all kinds of 
audiences. 


EQUAL RIGHTS AM ENDMENT: Dutch Scott 
will vote yes Ho boilovos that equal financial 
opportunity is a basic human right.
